REGINA.—Recommendations of grain varieties recently | 


announced for 1955 


in Saskatchewan 


have been issued in| 


pamphlet form by the Saskatchewan Advisory Council on) 
Grain Crops. Copies of the report are now available from | 
district Agricultural Representatives, the provincial depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the University of Saskatchewan exten- 
sion department and from federal experimental farms. 


R McKenzie, director of the 
Yant Industry Branch, Saskat- 
chewan department of Agriculture, 
urged farmers to refer to the 
pamphlet before purchasing seed 
grain this spring

Varieties of each of the cereal 
grains are recommended for 20 
zones in the province on the basis 
ef extensive tests carried out dur- 


ing the past year at many points 
in Saskatchewan. A map of cer- 
eal variety zones appears in the 
1955 pamphlet and provides a 
guidahce to recommend seed.

The new chart indicates that 


Thatcher remains a recommended 
bread wheat in all zones, although 
the new variety, Selkirk, which is 


resistant to type 15B rust is rec- 
ommended in six out of the 20 
zones, 

Lake, a new variety of bread 


wheat developed at the Scott Ex- 
perimental station is recommend- 


ed in eight zones located in the 
west and northwest part of the 
province, This variety is not re- 


sistant to 15B rust but its good
